‘Meanwhile developments further east 
threaten to outflank any defence which 
Germany might propose to offer in the 
west in the event of her refusal to agree 
to the Allies’ termg of armistice. The

fast vanishing anachronism were likely to 
entertain any idea of retracting that sur- 
render, it would be discouraged by 
the addition of military disaster to politi- 
cal dissolution.

In Bohemia 
the Czecho-Slovak National Council has 
similarly assumed the functions of 
government, and the commander = of 
the Prague’ garrison, like col- 
league at Agram, is reported to have 
placed his troops at its disposal. The 
Allied Armies marching into the ruins of 
the Hapsburg Empire already possess an 
outpost line against Southern Germany on 
the frontiers of independent Bohemia. 
Germany s flank is turned by this over- 
whelming rush of events in what was once 
the Dual Monarchy, The alternative to 
the Allies’ terms of 
armistice is the impossible task of de- 
fending herself on a new southern, as well 
as on her western, front.

The Mind of Sinn Fein. 


Mr. St. John G. Ervine’s letter, which 
we print to-day, deserves the attention 
of all thoughtful Irishmen. During the 
last four years, while other nations, like 
England, France, and Belgium, have 
thought and acted more nobly than at 
any other time in their histories,- Ire- 
land has lost, suddenly and aimost 
mysteriously, the ancient qualities which 
had made her famous, though not happy. 
Before this war we were respected 
throughout the world as a brave and 
generous people, quick of wit and gifted 
with political intelligence of a high order. 
What has become of all those qualities? 
We are suffering to-day from a hardening 
of the heart and a softening of the brain. 


Its leaders 
have an immense following, and nobody 
doubts that they will win a majority of 
the Irish seats at thé next General Elec- 
tion. This party is committed to a policy 
more imbecile and more ignorant than the 
wildest imaginings of Russian fanaticism.

We may 
credit the Reverend Michael O’Flanagah 
and his colleagues with honest faith in 
the programme which they expound. They 
do believe that Ireland has no duty to 
civilisation in the present war. They. do 
believe that her conduct during the last 
four years has been thoroughly respect- 
able.

be able to compel President Wilson (whose 
cause she has betrayed) to interfere in the 
domestic affairs of his greatest Ally. This 
midsummer madness is now the accepted 
policy of a majority of the Irish people. 
Mr. st. John Ervine s letter helps us to 
understand the minds of men like Father 
O’Flanagan. They are dreamers and 
enthusiasts; they are, if not wholly 
ignorant of the facts of world-politics, at 
least contemptuous of them. Perhaps, 
they have confused theology with states- 
manship, and believe that the mere repe- 
tition of Credo quia impossibile will create 
an Irish Republic. Greups of 
enthusiasts have been produced by former 
crises in human affairs, but the average 
sanity of the race has kept them in isola- 
tion. To-day, however, Sinn Fein is the 
creed not of a few enthusiasts, but of the 
majority of.a nation which formerly was 
described as ‘‘ quick-witted.’’ Prosperous 
farmers and traders have accepted it. It 
is able to collect large sums of money. 
The bulk of the Nationalist Press either 
fears it or panders to it. It has captured 
at least two bishops of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and does not hesitate to criticise 
that Church’s exercise of its spiritual 
authority. Father O'Flanagan, a sus 
pended curate, is now the most powerful 
churchman in the country. The Church 
as an organisation has not ventured to 
interfere with tendencies which must fill 
it with the gravest alarm. Sinn Fein’s 
disloyalty is dangerous and discreditable, 
but far more disquieting is the light which 
its popularity throws on the intellectual 
state of Ireland and on the results of our 
present systems of national education. As 
Mr. St. John Ervine says, all good 
Irishmen must wish to have. no 
cause to be ashamed of the minds and 
hearts of their countrymen. Unhappily, 
they have abundant cause for such shame 
to-day. Ireland in her time has played 
many parts. She has been heroically

IRISH BUTTER PRICES. 


NEW ORDER ISSUED, 

The price of butter sold in Ireland has not 
been governed by any Order since 19th April, 
1918. Butter has been fairly plentiful during 
this perio.’, and competition, together with the 
maximum price fixed for the surplus butter 
exported to Great Britain, has kept the retail 
price at a moderate level. 

An Order has now been made by -the Food 
Controller, however, giving. theaFood Control 
Committee for Ireland powers to prescribe at 
any time a scale of maximum prices for butter 
sold in Ireland. The interests of the consumer 
in Ireland will, therefore, be safeguarded durin 
the winter months, when butter ig less plentiful, 

Any scale of prices fixed by the Committee 
is subject to revision or modifigation by the 
Food Controller. ; 

The following is the text of the Butter (Ire- 
land) No. 2 Order, 1918, dated the 18th October, 
1918, made by the Food Controller under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations :— 

In exercise of the powers conferred upon him 
by the Defence of the Realm Degulations and of

A GERMICIDE CAMPAIGN. 

Disinfection and purification are the watch- 
words just now with housekeepers and managers 
of all sorts of business and gencral establish- 
ments. Alive to the imperative need for these 
safeguards, proprietors and superiniendents of 
places of public amusements are using the most 
powerful agents of sanitary science to wage 
war on the deadly micro-organism which has 
given the influenza its present reign of terror. 
In the Theatre Royal, Gaiety, Queen's, an 
Abbey, in the Empire and Tivoli, and various 
cinema ‘houses throughout the city special at- 
tention is given daily to having the buildings 
most thoroughly ventilated; while the most 
approved disinfecting preparations are used 
freely night and day.

SIR CHARLES CAMERON’S BULLETIN. 

The reassuring hope was expressed yesterday 
by Sir Charles Cameron that the epidemic is 
now ‘at its height, and that this week it will 
begin to abate. To his request that cinema 
houses managers should not admit children 
under fourteen years of age, there had been 
a favourable response, and the houses, as sug- 
gested by him, had been closed to the public 
from 6 o'clock to 6.30 for ventilation purposes. 
In consonance also with Sir Charles's repre- 
sentations, the various technical schools were 
closed, and precautionary advice circulated by 
posters. 

WORK AT THE HOSPITALS. 

At all the larger hospitals yesterday there 
were still further accessions to the number of 
patients already under treatment. Some of the 
cases showed the malady in its most acute form, 
the symptoms being general prostration, darting 
pains in the frontal part of the head, confine: 
breathing, and in several instances nasal 
hemorrhage. The intern medical and nursing 
staffs had a particularly busy time, which was 
made al] the more onerous inasmuch as in 
practically all the large general hospitals the 
prevailing illness has incapacitated a goodly 
proportion of doctors and nurses. The approxi- 
mate number of persons treated in all the 
Dublin hospitals for influenza and pneumonia 
is put at 1,500. In most of them the staff 
of doctors and nurees have been innoculated 
with the anti-toxin vaccine. 

SPLENDID NURSING SERVICE. 

Next to the public hospitals, two philan- 
thropic institutions which have done splendid 
service for the suffering poor during the pre 
sent calamitous visitation are St. Patrick’s 
Jubilee Nurses (St. Stephen’s Green) and the 
nurses of St. Lawrence’s Catholic Home (Rut- 
land square). Since the war began, the work 
of nursing the city poor on south and north 
sides has been divided betw een both organisa- 
tions, and how heavy the work falling to them 
has been may be appreciated from the fact that 
on several days during the past three weeks 
close on 700 cases had to be attended to by the 
nurses of both homes. Each institution exists 
solely for the nursing of the poor, but during 
the past fortnight, owing to the exceptional 
circumstances prevailing, demands have been 
frequently received for the, attendance of a 
nurse in well-to-do families. Speaking of her 
experiences during the paet three weeks, the 
Matron of St. Patrick’s Nurses’ Home 
said that there were only five nurses 
in her establishment besides herself, and 
they had to deal with about three hundred 
eases of influenza, besides the ordinary chronic 
eases they had to look after, and in some 
families there were seven or eight members sick 
at the same time. The demands made on the 
nurses of St. Lawrence's Home have been 
equally severe, and their response no less 
praiseworthy. Most of the honses visited by 
them were squalid and unsanitary. 


EFFECTS IN LEGAL CIRCLES. 

The legal profession have not’ escaped the 
disease, many members of the Bar being 
absent from their accustomed places at the 
Courts owing to illness Solicitors, too, are 
experiencing much inconvenience in preparing 
briefs and transacting other business owing to 
the same cause. In one case, which appeared 
in the list for hearing, application was made to 
the judge for the adjournment of the trial on 
the ground that the solicitor for one of the 
parties and his entire staff were suffering from 
influenza, that the briefs had not been com- 


pleted, and that the solicitor’s office had to be

THE CLOSING OF ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 

Dr. Macnamara, in answer to Mr. Chancellor 
in the House of Commons yesterday, said that 
there had been 120 deaths amongst the men 
at the Crystal Palace during the last six 
months. . Of the deaths, 117 were from pneu- 
monia following influenza, one from cerebral 
spinal meningitis, one from cerebral disease, 
and one from Addison's disease. The average 

mber of men at the Crystal Palace was 
300. During the course of «ix months the 
number of men infected by influenza was over 


"Dr. Macnamara, in further reply to Mr. 
Chancellor, said that, of the 117 men in the 
Crystal Palace who died from pneumonia fol- 
lowing influenza, none were inoculated against 
influenza or pneumonia. Prior to the out- 
break of influenza at the Crystal Palace, the 
average daily sick rate had been slightly less 
than 3 per cent. 

Mr. Rowntree asked the President of the 
Board of Education whether, in view of the 
continued spread of influenza, he would state 
what wae the view of the Medica] Department 
of the Board regarding the advisability of 
closing schools. 

Mr. H. W. Fisher replied that the closure 
of schools or the exclusion from schoo] of 
children suffering from all infectious diseases 
was a matter which rested with the local educa- 
tiona! authorities. Appropriate directions issued 
by the Board of Education and the Loca! 
Government Board for this purpose had long 
been in the hands of such authorities. I¢ 
was essential that all children suffering from 
catarrhal symptoms or other illness should at 
the present juncture be at once excluded, and 
in many cases it would be found advisable to 
close the schools or classes or departmente. 
Such closure was more effective in rural die 
tricte than in towne. 

AN AIR FORCE CAMP. 

Mr. Arnold Ward asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Air Ministry whether a serious 
epidemic of influenza and septic pneumonia 
had recently broken out at the Air Force Cam 
at Blandford, and what arrangements had 
been made to deal with it. 

Major Baird replied that the epidemic broke 
out at the camp on the 2let September, and 
had continued since.

OPENING SESSION QF McCREA MAGEE 
COLLEGE.

The public opening meeting of the session 
1918-1919 im connection with McCrea Magee 
College, Londonderry, was held yesterday in the 
examination hall. 

Professor Leebody, M.A., D.Sc., President of 
the Faculty, who occupied the chair, referred 
to the deaths of Mr. W. J. Hanna, J.P., and 
Sir Wm. McLearn, D.L., two members of the 
Board of Trustees, by whose deaths they all fel; 
that the college nad susiained a serious loss. 
was fortunate for the college that the 
on the Board of Trustees vacated by Mr. 
and Sir Wm. McLearn were now filled by two 
men of like ability and like public spirit. Mr. 
J. B. Mullen, D.L., and Mr. A. J. Irwin, B.A. 
The number of their students and former 
students who had enrolled for service with the 
Colours was ninety-nine. The number of those 
who went directly from their classes was forty- 
seven. Six had received the Military Cross, one 
the Cross with bar, and three of them had been 
mentioned in despatches. There was also the 
sad fact to record that six of them had been 
killed in action, and seventeen wounded. Refer- 
ring to the visit to the college of Lord French 
when in Londonderry recently, Professor Leebody 
said that His Excellency was much interested 
in seeing what had been done to promote the 
cause of higher education in Derry by private 
liberality and without any State aid.

Letter from Mr. $t. Sohn G. Ervine. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—Will you permit me, as one who finds 
himself out of.sympathy with all the political 
parties in Ireland, to make some comments on 
the Sinn Fein movement? I am not writing 
as a politician, for I have no party politics, 
but as an Irishman. It seems to me that, 
however the people of a country may be 
divided in religion or politics, it should be a 
matter of pride and concern to every man and 
woman in that country that each party should 
be spiritually proud and intellectually capable. 
A good soldier does not like to be told that 
his enemy is totally demoralised, because the 
inference to be drawn from such a statement 
is either that his victory over his enemy has 
been easily obtained, or, in the absence of 
victory, that his failure shows him to be in a 
worse plight than his enemy. Unionists, Na- 
tionalists, and Sinn Feiners may feel very 
bitterly towards each other, but there ie a point, 
surely, at which they can meet. They can 
remember that, in addition to being of this 
party or of that party, they are also Irish- 
men, and they can wish that they shall never 
fee] ashamed of the minds and hearts of their 
countrymen.

The great danger now confronting Europe in 
the new situation disclosing itself is in the 
hope or assumption that new Governmental 
machinery, democratic replacing autocratic, will 
make a new world. Democracy is less liable to 
abuse, is a less ready instrument for ambitious 
designs, but it is, save in these respects, no 
more a divine instrument of government than 
the fallen autocracy of Prussia. 

The fact cannot be too often emphasised—for 
it is the one great outstanding fact of history— 
that the growth and extension of the Spirit of 
Christ in human relationships, the wide world 
over, in every ephere of human activity, 
whether expressed in the life of the State or 
in its humblest unit, is the only adequate cor- 
rective or solvent of the world spirit which has 
wrought such havoc in Europe. where it has 
found its most completely organised State 
expression. If autocratic Germany had been 
imbued with the Spirit of Christ, she would 
have succeeded where she failed, because pos- 
seased of another spirit; but she would have 
succeeded in a different manner than with 
Krupp guns, mailed fist, and rattling sabre, all 
of which, as a means of imposing her fu/tur, 
were a definite State reiection of the Spirit of 
Christ, as being inadequatesto German and the 
world’s needs. 

We must get deeper than the machinery and 
forms of government. The new democracies 
will fail, as Germany has failed, if they ignore 
the things that really matter. There is every 
possibility—not to say probability—of their 
doing so if this generation, upon which the 
failure of Germany has been indelibly im- 
pressed, fails in its testimony to that of which 
Mr. Jacob’s letter bears witness—i.c., the 
eufficiency of Christ to meet the needs of the 
nations. and the jovful response of His people 
to His last commands. 

The Jrish Times can in days to come do a 
unique service in Ireland in helnine to mobilise 
the moral forces of the country to its new tasks, 
and Christian men everywhere must ‘be less 
timid. less afraid of the charge of cant, in 
stating ‘clearly their convictiqn that what the 
world needs is Christ, and with renewed con- 
viction must soply themselves to the Church's 
great task of evangelisation, as well as to the
